dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eggs.    Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  February

Based  on  preliminary  estimateso  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  mar- 
ketings for  March  amounted  to  around  lo320  million  dollarso  a  little  lo%rer 
than  in  Februsiry  and  also  a  little  lower  than  March  19^.>    Cash  receipits 
from  crops  showed  a  greater  decline  from  February  than  did  livestock  and 
productst,  reflecting  seasonal  declines  in  most  crop  groups.,    Increases  in 
dairy  productsp  poultry^  and  eggs  almost  offset  a  drop  in  meat  animals  and 
held  livestock  and  products  close  to  February  levels.

The  tendency  over  thepast  20  yeajs  for  inconie  from  livestock  and  products 
"to  "become  relatively  more  imoortant — a  trend  already  noted  in  three  other  regions 
.iiscussed  in  earlier  issues  of  the  Farm  Income  Situation — was  evident  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Hegion  also.     However,  livestock  contri"buted  a  much  smaller  proportion  of 
-otal  cash  receipts  in  this  region  than  in  any  other  -fegion  in  the  country.  For 
-.'-.e  region  as  a  whole;  receipts  from  livestock  andt)roducts  during  this  period 
r.-^nged  from  22  to  35  loercent  of  total  cash  receipts  as  compared  with  a  range  of 
^Q-gg  -;:>.3rcent  in  the  ^forth  Atlantic  Region,  63-7^ percent  in  the  Sast  Forth  Central 
Region,  and  62-81  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  Region,. 

In  theSouth  Atlantic  Region,   livestock  and  "oroducts  as  a  TDercentage  of  total 
cash  receipts  rose  from  22  in  I92U  to  33  in  1932,  receded  again  to  22  in  I95U, 
reached  a  new  high  of  35  in  19U3,  and  dropped  to  3I  in  19^^^.     This  pattern  v;as 
evident  in  the  "behavior  of  most  of  the  commodity  groups  for  livestock  and  products. 
Poultry  and  eggs  were  ?  Toercent  of  total  cash  receipts  in  I92U,  11  percent  in 
1932,  7  percent  in  193^,  15  percent  in  I9U3,  and  I3  T)ercent  in  19^^^.     Cash  re- 
ceipts from  meat  animals  moved  in  a  similar  way.    Receipts  from  dairy  products 
amo'onted  to  about  9  percent  of  total  cash  receipts  in  I93U,  reached  a  high  point 
of  nearly  11  percent  in  I9UC,  and  receded  gradually  to  8  percent  in  19^*+.. 

One  of  the  most  significant  features  of  the  20-year  period  was  the  decline 
of  cotton  receipts  from  33  percent  of  all  cash  receipts  in  19214  to  only  I3  per- 
cent in  19'+U.     This  was  partially  offset  "by  income  from  tobacco ,  which  increased 
from  12  to  23  percent,  and  fruits  and  nuts,  vmich  rose  from  g  to  11  percent.  The 
proportionate  share  of  vegetable  receipts  was  relatively  stable  over  the  entire 
oeriod  at  axound  10  percent. 

Canadian  Agriculture 

A  program  for  agric^Jiltural  t)roduction  in  Canada  was  drawn  up  at  a  confer- 
ence held  in  Ottawa,  December  3-5,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Agricultural  Supplies 
Board.     In  general,  it  was  expected  that  production  in  19^6  v/ould  be  about  the 
same  as  in  19^5,  but  recommendations  were  made  for  increases  in  acraages  of  bar- 
ley, husking  corn,  -ootatoes,  most  seed  crops,  oilseed  crops,  sugar  beets,  and 
tobacco,  as  v^ell  as  in  the  production  of  fr-oits  and  vegetables,  hogs,  calves, 
butter,  honey,  and  maple  sugar.     It  was  thought  probable  that  some  reduction  would 
occur  in  marketings  of  sheep  and  lambs  and  in  theproducti on  of  cheddar  cheese, 
e.-gs,  and  v.'ool. 

llo  increase  was  recommended  in  acreage  of  wheat,  because  it  v/ould  mean  a 
reduction  in  feed  grain  acreages  or  summerf allov/,  and  exports  were  alreadr  being 
made  at  the  nation's  transport  capacity. 

It  was  recommended  that  farmers  maintain  beef  production  at  the  19^^?  level, 
and  at  the  same  time  reduce  niimbers  of  both  beef  and  dairy  cattle  to  a  level  ^^rhich 
would  more  nearly  conform  with  requirements  in  a  peace-time  economy.     It  was  ex- 
pected that  exDort  demand  would  remain  strong  at  ieast  during  I9U6,  which  v/ould 
assist  in  liquidating  surplus  livestock  of  inferior  types  and  in  lmr)roving  the 
quality  of  herds  that  remained. 

Slight  increases  were  requested  in  production  of  both  hogs  and  milk.  It 
was  thought  that  6  million  hogs  in  19I+6  v/as  the  minimum  number  that  would  be  re- 
quired to  comply  with  commitments  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  take  care  of  domestic 
needs  on  rationed  markets.     A  small  percentage  increase  in  milk  production  was 
recommended  in  order  to  meet  fluid  milk  requirements  and  provide  a  butter  ration 
of  7  ounces  per  v/eek.
